Pencil Now 


Delicious fruit punches for warm 


dajs require but 
little 
effort 
to 


make. 


The fruit should be ripe and firm, 


and free from imperfections. 
The 


juice may be -extracted by 
placing 


in a preserving "kettle with Just 
enough water to float It and pre- 
vent it from burning at the bottom. 
Bring to the boiling point and sim- 
mer slowly until the frnit is tender. 
Drain through 
a 
jelly bag. 
For 


sweet fruits allow 1-2 cup granulat- 
ed sugar for 1 quart of juice. Tart 
fruits require 1 cupful of sugar for 
1 quart of juice. 


Put the juice into 
a. preserving 


kettle and boil gently for 10 min- 
utes, skimming carefully. Then add 
the sugar and boil 5 minutes longer, 
removing all scum that rises to the 
surface. 


To make "raspberry punch add to 


raspberry syrup 1 cupful of lemon 
juice, 1 handful of mint leaves, and 
2 cups of "water. 


Blackberry cups are made by dl- 


ludng 1 quart of1 blackberry syrup 
with 1 cup of water. Chill, potr 
into sherbet cups and serve with a 
spoonful of whipped cream. 


Currant juice is an easily prepar- 


ed drinfe. Dilute 1 quart of currant 
syrup with 2 cups of water.
